Will .Enforce the Law. 


The State Board of Health has issued 


a circular to municipal councils, schools 
directors, local boards of health, etc., stat- 
ing that small-pox has made its appear- 
ance during the past year in 100 different 
localities in 21 counties of this State. 
There have been 900 cases and 7 deaths, 
"tt hile the disease has been of an unusual- 
ly mild type, it is thought that witn the 
approach of cold weather the affection 
may become much more virulent and 
dangerous. 


The State Board of Health therefore 


urges general vaccination, isolation of 
small-pox cases, emergency hospitals 
wherever the disease gets a foothold, that 
school boards adopt regulations for re- 
stricting the spread of contagious diseas- 
es, and should see to it that no child be 
allowed to attend school who is not vac- 
cinated. There is a heavy penalty for 
failure to obey the law in thi? respect 
and the Board proposes to see that it 
shall be enforced.
